And yet the only response was the 
turn-out of less than twenty men. 
A significant absence from these 
was that of the fire chief himself 
who ought to have been one of the 
first on the spot.

What the Proposed Change In Condi¬ 
tions Would Accomplish. 

The proposition is under considera¬ 
tion for a change In the conditions for 
admission to West Point 

It is not proposed to lower the stand 
ards of admission, hut to admit any 
designated car didate who bos passed 
wlthoat conditions the entrance exam¬ 
inations to 4 university or college the 
standing of which Is satisfactory to 
the academic board. It la also propos¬ 
ed to admit thoao who havo passed 
what la known as tha American col¬ 
lege board examinations without con¬ 
ditions, provided In both coses that 
the mathematical standard Is equal to 
that required for admission to West 
Point. Of course such candidates will 
be subject to tbe same physical exam- 
|lnation as others. 

It Is believed that this Is a step for 
ward, as it will enable young men wbo 
aw^preparing for college to go on .and 
complete their education If they should 
bare falhsj^o secure an appointment 
to West Point Tbey can thus prepare 
for college and for West Point at tbe 
same time, and Ibis plan will put West 
Point in line to secure some of tbe 
brightest young men who are seeking 
a higher education. 

Not only will It decrease the num¬ 
ber of vacancies at the academy, but 
it la the general belief that young men 
selected from those prepared for col¬ 
lege will have a broader education and 
less liable to fall if they should enter 
the academy. At tbe same time this 
change will not prevent young men 
from taking a, special course of study 
for West Point.— Army and Navy Jour¬ 
nal.

Tbe record of fatal acci¬ 
dents shows that on the average 
2,275,122 such Journeys are taken 1 a 
safety to each one which results la 
killing a passenger. 

If a man were to start riding out 
these 2,275,122 safe Journeys at the 
rate of two per day for each .business 
day In the year It would take him 
5,792 years to complete this amount of 
railroad travel. To have begun riding 
so that be would meet his death In a 
railroad accident during the present 
year he would hsve bad to begin hla 
trips more than 1,800 years before the 
Christian era. 

As fatal railroad accidents are few¬ 
er In England, Germany and other 
countries than here the showing be¬ 
comes all tbe more favorable to the 
safety of railroad travel when the 
whole world Is taken Into considera¬ 
tion, rather than tbe United States

“To a Waterfowl.” Bnt the list of 
their writers of genius or even high 
talents Is painfully restricted.—Lon¬ 
don Saturday Review.

Bnt this Is bare¬ 
ly halfway to tho temperature of the 
surface of tbe sun, snd it la thought 
that research In these higher tempera¬ 
tures will ultimately result In tha 
greatest discoveries of tbe age. 

What these discoveries may be no 
one can foresee, any more than any¬ 
one coaid have foretold tho results of 
the discovery of radium.— New York 
World.

PRACTICAL HEALTH HINT. 


Early Stages Grip. 

At the beginning of an attack 
of grip, when It Is manifested 
only by headache and palnfni 
lasslthde and tbe commencement 
of a cold In tbe head. It Is advan¬ 
tageous to Inhale Au de cologne 
profoundly four or five times a 
day. Pour the eau de cologne on 
a handkerchief and Inhale by 
tbe nose and mouth.’ This meth¬ 
od prevents the development of 
the cold and ought to be con¬ 
tinued for three days. Should 
the symptoms persist after this 
period this method should be 
given up .and another adopted. 

In order to diminish the cold 
in the head, every three hours a 
pinch of the following powder 
should be taken like snuff: Bo- 
raclc add. fifteen grams; cocaine 
bydrochlorate. twenty-five centi- , 
grams; menthol, thirty centi¬ 
grams; salol. five grama. 

Or, again, fifteen drops of the 
following llqnld should be taken 
as a gargle In half a glass of 
water at least three times and. 

If possible, four times a day; 
Thymol, three grama; tincture of 
eucalyptus, twenty grama; alco¬ 
hol at 90 degrees. 100 grams. 

Or the vapor of a tea spoonful 
of tho following mixture: Men¬ 
thol, three grama; alcohol at 80 
degrees, sixty grairs. In r~Cup-of— 
hot water. It should he Inhaled 
by tbe nostrils every two or three 
bourn /

SYNOPSIS or CANADIAN NORTH-WEST 
LAND REGULATIONS 

T HE sole head of a family, or any : 

male over 18 years old, may home¬ 
stead a quarter-section of available 
Dominion land in Manitoba, Saskatch¬ 
ewan or Alberta. The applicant must 
eppear in person at the Dominion Lands 
Agency or Sub-Agency for the District. 
Entry by proxy may be made at the 
office of any Local Agent of Dominion 
Lands (not sub-agent), on certain con¬ 
ditions. 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years. A homesteader may live 
within nine miles of his homestead on a 
farm of at least 80 acres, on certain con¬ 
ditions. A habitable house is required 
in every case, except when residence is 
performed in the vicinity. 

In certain (’iatricts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre empt a quarter 
section alongside his homestead. Price 
83 per acre. Duties—Six* months resi¬ 
dence in each of six years from date of 
homestead entry (including tbe time re¬ 
quired to earn homestead patent) and 
.TO acres extra cultivation. The area of 
cultivation ia subject to reduction in 
case of rough, scrubby Or stoney land 
after report by Homestead Inspector on
